Electric Construction and Equipment Company Limited, Calcutta, is engaged in the 
Scheduled Industry, namely. Electrical Equipment Industry; 

And whereas it has come to the notice of the Central Government that the volume of 
production of the articles manufactured in the said factory had been gradually going down 
and the production has now come to a standstill consequent upon the closure of the said 
factory hy the management;
